The Egyptians, baying loſt all their Mercenary Forces,

Belides, the Valour of Necho 
was not in Pſamnis Apries, who, raigning after Pſamnj, 
did indeed once adyenturc to ſhew his face in Syria; but 
aſter a big look, he was glad to retire, without adventu. 
ring the hazard ofa Battel, Wherefore this declining Na- 
tion, fought only with brave words, telling ſuch frivolous 
tales, as men that mean to do nothing, uſe, boaſti 3g of 
their former glorious as againſt Fofas, and Fehoabax. 
And truly in fuch a time and caſe, it was ecafie for ?e- 
hoiakim to give them ſatisfaCtion, by letting them uander- 
ſtand the ſincerity of his afteftions rowards them, which 
appcarcd in time following, 

But Nebuchadzez.z.ar went more roundly to work : For 
he {cnt a peremptory meſſageto 7eboiakim,, requiring him 
not to ſtand upon any nice points,but preſently to acknow- 
ledge himſclf his Subjezand topay him Tribute z Adding 
thereutto ſuch terrible threatmiags,, as made the poor 
Fudean lay afide all thoughtsof adhearing unto Pharaob ;

TT Thus he continued in Obedience to N ebuchadnezx ur 
three years ;.During which time the Prophet Feremi«, cry-

The Statcly City of Tyre covered all the ground of an 
Ifand, that was divided from the Contineat,by a deep, 
and broad Channel of the Sea. The Chaideavs had no 
Fleet of Ships, neither were they Scamen : the 7yrians cx» 
celled all other Nations in multitude of goodly Ships, 
and skill ro uſe them :. and every Wind, from one part or 


Wherefore neither force , nor Famine could greatly 
hurt the place; whereof nevertheleſs, the Judgements 
of God ( denounced againſt it by 1ſay, Ferewy, and Eſe- | 
kel ) had threatened the deſtruction; and the obſtinate 
relolution of Nebuchadnezz.ar had fully determined to ac- 
compliſh it. 

This hanghty King, impatient of reſiſtance, undertook 
a vaſt piece of Work, which was, to fill up that part of 
the Sca which divided the Ifland from the continent. The | * 
City of old Tyre, that ſtood oppoſiterothe New, upon the 
firm Land, and the Mountain of Libanus near adjoyning, 
|that was loaden with ſtately Cedars, and abundance of 
other Trecs, furniſhed him with materials co cffctt it, 
| Thirrcen years were ſpent in this difficult, and un- 
(dertaking, which necd_net ſecm ſtrange, if we conſider, 
that Alexander, working upon that foundation which was

affiſted with a ſtrong Fleet, was yet ſeven moneths| 
cre he could make way into the City, Wherefore, if the 
raging of the Sea was able to carry away that wherewith 
Alexander laboured to cover a Shelve, with much more 
violence conld it oyerturn, and as it were, conſume the 
work of Nybuchadnezzer ; who laid his feundation in 
the bottom of the deep; Striving, as it were, to fill the 
empty Bclly of this greedy Cormorant, whereas the HM a- 
cedonian did only ſtop the throat of it, All may know that 
God could caſily have accompliſhed his own tchreatnin 

| againſt chis place (rchough ir not pleaſed him wa 
either a Miracle, or ſuch of his more immediate Engins, 
as arc Earthquakes, &c.) by making at leaſt, the Scas 
calm, and adding the favourable concurrence of all ſe- 
cond helps. Bur fo it pleaſerh him oft-times, in chaſtiſing 
the Pride of man, to uſe the hand of man, even the hand 
of man, ftriving, as it-may ſeem, againſt all reſiſtance 
of nature, and providence. So that by this exceſſive 1a- 
bour of the Chaldeans, that Scripture was fulfilled, that 
| every Headſhow!d be made bald, and every Shoulder ſhould be 
| made bare, Eſlek. 29, 18, Yet would not Nebxachadnezuer 
give over till he was maſter of the Town. 

When he was centred upon this deſperate undertaking, 
whether it were by ſome loſles received, or ſome Mutany 
m his Army. or fome glorious xumour of the Zgyprians 
ſtrength , his evil-willers cook courage to rebell againſt 
him ; and amongſt them, Jehoiakim, renounced his ſub» 

j<tion, and began to hop? for the contrary which ſoon 
| after ef] out. For Nebuch 1dzez.z.ar gave him no leafureto 
do much hurt : But with part of hrs Army, he marched 
ſtraic into 74dez; where the amazed King made fo little 
reliſtance (the Egyptians having letr him, as it were ina 
| dream )- that eng entred Zerwſalem,laid hands 

on 7ehoiakim, whom at firſt he bound, intendingtoſend 
him to Baby/on,but his mind changing,hecauſed him robe 
flain inthat place,and gave him the Burial afar Afs, robe]

The Mother of Feeonias , together with his Servants, 
Eunuches, and all the ablcſt men, and beſt Artificers in 
che Land, were alſothen carried away Captives. This 7e- 
chonias, tollowing the Counſel of the Prophet eremy, 
made no reſiſtance, but ſubmitted himſelf to the Kings 
will, whercin he both pleaſed God , and did that which 
was moſt profitable for himſelf, though at the preſcat ir 
might ſcem otherwiſe, to ſuch as conſidered theevil that 


befell him, rather thao the greater evill that he thereby 
avoided, This only particular act of his is recorded in Scri- 
ture which was good : But it ſeems that he was at feaſt a 
partaker in his Fathers fins, if not a provoker, which was 
$ cauſe, that though he ſubmicred himſeltto Gods will, yer 
did he not preſerve hiseſtate : For ſoit is ſaid, That be did 


evil in the ſight of the Lord, according to all that bis Fatber bad 
done, la bis ſtead , Nebuchadnezz.ar {et up HMattania, his 


| Uacle, making him King of 7:4, and called him Zege- 


chias, For like as Nechs, King of Egypt, had formerly dif. 
placed Fehoabaz,, after he had {lain his Father Jo/zae, and ſet 
up 7ehoiachim, the Son by another Mother : So Nebuchad- 
neez.ar llew Jeboiakin, who depended on the Egyprians,and, 
carrying his Son feconias Priſoner to Babylon, he gave the ;

In the tourth year of Zedechiar, Jeremy wrote in a Book 
all the evil which ſhould fall upon Babylon, which Book, 
or Roul he gave to Serai«b, when he went with. King Ze- 
dechias tO Babylon, to vilit Nebuchadnez.u4r, willing him 
firſt to read it to the Captive Fews, and then tobinde a 
ſtone to it, and caſt it into Emphrares, pronouncing theſe 
words; Ths ſpall Babel be drowned, and ſhall not riſe from 
the evil which 1 will bring upon ber. This journey of Zede- 
chjas tO Babylon is probably thought to be in way of a. vi- 
lit, and to'carry {ome preſents ro Nebachadnezz.ar ; But 
yet itslikely he had ſome ſuitro make , which his Lordly 
Maſter refuſed to grant, and ſcat him away diſcentented. 
For at his return, all the bordering Princes (ent Meſſen. 

ers to him, inciting him (as itſcems) to thoſe unquict 
courſes from which the Prophet Feremy dehorted both 
himygand chem, About which time the Propher, by Gods 
appointment, made bonds, and yokes, one of which he 
wore about his own neck, others he ſent unto the five 
Kings, of Edom, Moab, Ammon, Tyre, and Zidon, by thoſe 
Mcflengers which camg to viſit Zedechias,, toaking them 
know, that if they, and the King of Juda continued inſub- 


jetion, to Bbylor, they ſhould then poſlcſs, and enjoy their 
own Countries ; It not, they ſhould afſuredly periſh by the 
Sword, by Famine and by Peſtilence. | 109 
He alſo forctold them that thoſe Veſlcls which yet 
remained 1n ferxſalen:, ſhould be carried afrer the 0- 
ther to Babylon yet at length ſhould be reſtored again.

This Great Monarch , -having thus ſpent his younger 
days in inlarging his Dominions , he betook himſelf to 
reſt; that he might reap theſruir of his former labours ; 
and'the firſt thing that he applyed himſelf co, was to 
beautific his Impcriall City of Babylon, adding a new 


City to the Old, which he compaſſed about with Ln 
alls, 


ht. 
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| Walls, and made in them ſtately Gates. And neer the for- 
| mer Pallace he builr a New one, more ſtately rhan it, 
| Wherein he raiſed ſtone-works, like unto Mountains, 
which be planted with all manner of Trees, He made 
allo Penfile Gardens (one of the Worlds woaders ) 
| born jupon Arches, fourſquare, cach ſquare being fonr 
| hundred Foot long, filled above with Earth, where- 
on grew all ſorts of Trees, and Plants. The Arches were 
; built one above another in a convenient-heigth, ſtill 
increaſing as they aſcended. The higheſt, which did bear 
' the Wallson the top, were fifry Cubits high, ſo that they 
equalized the higheit Mountains. He made alſo Aque- 
' dudts for the watcring of this Garden , which ſeemed to 
{ hang inthe air. This moſt ſumptuous frame , which out- 
laſted all cheremainder of the e4ſrian, and all the Perſian 
' Empire, is ſaid to haye been rearcd and finiſhed in fifteen 
Days. He eretted alſo an Image of Gold in the Plain of 
| Dura, {ixty Cubits high, and fix broad , commanding all 
his Servants, and Subjects ro fall down and Worſhip it, 
| Dan, 3+ 1, &c. 

' Burof allthis, and other his Magnificence, we find little 
elle recorded, fave that which indeed is moſt profitable 
for us to conſider, to wit, his oyervalewing of his own 
grcatnel(s, which abaſed him to a condition inferior to the 
' pooreſt of men. For whereas God had honoured him, not 
only with many great, and glorious Viftories , and much 
happineſs in his own litez but with a rare diſcovery of 
; things that were to come after him ; yea,and had manifeſt- 
- | ed rhe certainty of his Dreams, by the miraculous reducing 
' of it into his Memory, and piverr him the interpretation 
thereof by the Prophet Danie/: He notwithſtanding, be- 
; came {o forgetful] of God whoſe wonderfull nower he had 
{ccn, and acknowledged,that he cauſed that Golden Image 
' tobe ſetu), and Worſhipped, appointing a cruell Death for 
them that ſhould dare todiſobev him . which was utterly 
' unlawtull, an{ repugnant ro the Liw of him chat is King of 
' Kings; And thus he who fo latcly had Worſhipped Da- 
niel,the {cryant of God,as if he _ been God himſelf : now

latry, were preſerved from all hurt of the fire, looſened 
from their Bonds, accompanicd by an Angel, and at laſt 
called out by the King , and reſtored to their former ho- 
nour. 

Nebuchaduez,zar being amazed at the Miracle, made a 
Decree tending to the honour of God, whom by the ereRi. 
on of his Image,he had diſhonoured. Yet was not this de. 
yotion {o rooted in him, that it could bring forth fruit an- 
{werable to his haſty zeal : Therefore was he forewarned of 
God ina Dream,of a terrible Judgement which hung over 
his Head, which Danie! expounding, withall counſelled 


him t« break off his ſin by righteouſneſs , and his iniquities by 
ſhewing mercy to the poor, that there might be a lengthening of hs 


tranquillity, Dan. 4. 27. whence it ſcems,that rnjuſtice,and 
cruelty were his faults, for which he was thus threatened : 
But neither did the Dream, nor advice of Darie! (o pre- 
yail. For probably he believed it not , bur looked upon it 
as an idle Dream; for that it ſeemed altogether unlikely 


that ſo great a Monarch ſhould be driven from amongſt 
men,yea,compelled to dwell with the Beaſts of y Ficld,and 
made to eat Graſs as F Oxen,this was altogether incredible 


in mans Judgemeanr, and therefore giving ſo little h&ed | 

it, its no marvell that he had forgoteen it by the years end, 
One whole year was given to this haughty Prince

But his proud ſpeeches were not fully ended , wheti a 
voice from Heaven told him, that his Kingdom was departed 
from bim, &c, And the ſame hour the thing was fulfilled 
upon Nebuchadnez.zar , and be was driven from men, and did 
eat graſs as Oxen, and bis Body was wet with the dew of Hea- 
ver, till bis bair was grows like Eagles Feathers, and hu hails 
like Birds Claws, Dan.

YRUS was the Son of Cambyſes, King of 
Perſia, by Mandanes the daughter of 
= Aſtyages, King of Media; He was ſo 
named by the Prophet 1/ay almoſt 
Þ, two hundred years before he was 
/, born, Iſay 45.1,4 Thus ſaith the 
Lord #nto Cyrus his annointed, 8c. 
Cyrss his firſt Education was under 
his Fatier Cambyſesr, with whom he 
lived cill he was twelve years old, and ſomewhar more; 
| at which time, he was ſent for, together with his Mo- 

ther Mandanes, by his Gandfather «4 ftyages, into Media. 
In Media he ſerved eAftyages, firſt as one of his Hal-

When Cyrus was now almoſt {ixtcen years old, Evil- 
merodach the King of A ſſyria , being abqurt co marry a 
4s firſt | wife called Nicotris, made an in-rode, with a great Army 
aAionin | of Horſe and Foot, intothe borders of Medz:, thereto take 
war. |his pleaſure in hunting, and harrafling of the Country x 

again lt whom, Aſtyages, and Cyaxares his Son, and Cyrus 
his Grand child, who then firſt beganto bear Arms, being 
but about fifteen or ſixteen years old, marched out, met 
with him, and 1n a great Battcl, overthrew him, and drave 
him out his borders. Indeed the Death of Nebschadnez- 
z xr, the Father of Evilmerodach, gave courage to thoſe that 
had tound him a troubleſome neighbour, to ſtand upon 
prou:lcr tearms with the Babylonians, than in his louriſh- 
ing eltarc, they durſt have uſed. 

But E£v:lmerodach , being too proud to digeſt this loſs } 
which Le had received by the Medes, and their Allies, the 
Perf ans under Cyrus, be drew unto his party the Lydians 
and all the Pcople\gt the lefler 41a, with great gifts and 
ſtrong perſwaſtons, hoing by their afliſtance to over- 
whelm his eaemics with a ſtrong invaſion, whom in vain 
he had ſought to weary out by alingring War, 

The iflue of theſe great preparations made by £»;1- 
mw r0/ach apainſt the Medes, was ſuch as opened the way to 
the fulfilling divers Propheſics which were many years be- 
fore uttered againſt Babel, by 1ſay, and Jeremy. For the Bu- 
b;lonians and their Confederates, who, truſting in their 
numbers, thought to have buried the Aedes and Perſians 
under their thick ſhowers of Arrow:, and Darts, were en- 
countered with an Army of ſtout and well trained men, 
weightily Armed for cloſe fight, by whom they were bea«

that himſelt : net onely lived a great Officer under King 
Darins, but that he continucd inthat eſtate tothe firſt year 
of Cyrus, which was not long after, which alſo was the 
year of Daniels Death. 

As fer the age of {yrvs we are beholding to Tally 
for it ; who in his firſt Book de Divinatiene, Cites it 
out of one Dia jw, a Perſian \Vriter, in this manner, 
Tbe $wn (faith Dionyſins) appeared unto Cyrus in bi ſleep, 
ſtanding at br feet , which, when Cyrus thrice endeavoured 
10 take in his hands, the Swn ftill twrned aſide, and went 
away: aud the Magi, who were the moſt learned men 4- 
wongſt the Perlians, ſaid that by bis thrice offering to 
take bild of the Sun, was portended to him that he ſhould 
raign. thirty years; which came to paſs accordingly : For he 
livcd to the Age of ſeventy years, and began not to raign till be” 
was forty. 

In the firſt year of Belſhezzar , Darie! had the Viſton 
ſhewed him of the four Beaſts, ſignifying the four Monare- 
chies ; and of God delivering over all power , and Sovye- 
reignty to the Son of man, Day, 7.

vince of S»ſ« was not in the hands of the Adedes 
and Perſians, but of the Babylorians , under whom Denie/ 
then lived.
